there have been three sharp skirmishes aud 
one servere engagement. ThtTgeneral re- 
sult has been favorable to tho Prussians. 
Paris IB thoroughly invested in tho south, 
notwithstanding the desperate efforts of 
General Vinoy to dispute tho ground 
from Sceaux to Versailles. The circle 
around the city is now complete, and 
3?rench operations will consist of fruitless 
sorties from tho capital.

The Chassepot, even by the confession 


of unfriendly critics, has really "worked 
wondera." "It is effective ut 1,800 paces, 
and may easily be fired ut live times a 
minute," so that with u thousand French 
soldiers in possession of thii deadly -weapon 
rive thousand bullets a minute may be 
hurled on an advancing column at'the dis- 
tance of one mile, und, taking tho moat 
rapid rate of advance afc ten minutes, tho 
assailants must pa&s through, a. storm of 
50,000 bullets before they can be close to 
the enemy. As the needle gun only be 
comes effective at a distance oE six hund- 
red yarda, the Prussians have to traverse 
1,200 yards without being iable to return 
the enemy's fire. These facts sufficiently 
exptain the new tactics followed by the 
French in the present war of awaiting in- 
stead of advancing to attack, and they 
render still more marvelous the almost 
uninterrupted course of German successes.
